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MEET  CLINT  ANDERSON 


Man  of  the  month  is  New  Mexico's  Clinton  P.  Anderson,  President  Truman's 
choice  for  the  nation's  No.  1  farm  job.    As  the  nation  buzzes  about  the  V/esterner 
who  got  the  nod  over  the  Corn  Belt's  best,  a  '"Washington  reporter  has  come  up  with 
highlights  on  Congressman  Anderson 's  career: 

Born  in  South  Dakota  in  1395,  he  still  has  a  640-acre  farm  near  Mitchell; 
insurance  executive  and  a  good  one;  president  of  Rotary  International  in  1932-33; 
state  treasurer  of  New  Mexico  in  1933-34-;  administrator  of  state  relief  and  field 
representative  of  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Administration  in  1935-36;  chair- 
man and  executive  director,  Unemployment  Compensation  Commission  of  New  Mexico  in 
1936-38;  managing  director  of  the  Coronado  Exposition  Commission,  1939-4-0;  elected 
to  the  77th,  78th,  and  79th  Congresses;  and  chairman  of  the  special  House  commit- 
tee to  investigate  campaign  expenditures  for  the  78th  Congress. 

The  new  secretary  of  agriculture  owns  and  operates  an  835-acre  farm  near 
Albuquerque,  where  he  has  740  acres  of  irrigated  cropland  and  maintains  a  herd  of 
125  Kolstein  cattle. 


Representatives  of  the  farm  machinery  and  equipment  industry  warn  farmers 
not  to  interpret  the  new  order  removing  quota  restrictions  to  mean  that  plenty  of 
farm  machinery  will  become  available  soon.    Industry  representatives  say  they 
need  more  men  and  materials. 


The  1945  support  price  for  early  and  intermediate  potatoes  produced  in  New 
Mexico  is  $2 .30  a  hundred  pounds  for  U.  S.  No.  1  Grade,  C.  V.  Hemphill,  Chairman 
of  the  State  AAA  Committee,  announced  today.    The  top  price  applies  to  potatoes 
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in  new  bags  or  in  used  bags  of  uniform  appearance,  thoroughly  cleaned,  mended,  and 
turned,  sacked  and  loaded  f.o.b.  carrier  in  car  lots. 

U,  S.  commercial  grade  potatoes  containing  not  less  than  80  per  cent  U#  S. 
No.  1  quality  will  be  supported  at  01 .90  a  hundred  pounds.  For  U.  S.  No,  2,  or 
U.  S,  No.  1  size  B  potatoes,  the  support  price  is  $1*15  a  hundred  pounds.

FOREST  SERVICE  IS  SET  FOR  JAP  BALLOONS 

Intensified  precautionary  measures  have  been  taken  in  the  last  several  months 
against  attempts  by  the  Japanese  to  set  forest  fires  with  bomb-carrying  balloons, 
Regional  Forester  F.  C.  W,  Pooler  said  today. 

Forest  Service  personnel  in  New  liexico  and  Arizona  arc  undergoing  training 
in  handling  incendiaries  and  explosives  if  any  are  found  when  the  balloons  have 
fallen.    The  regional  forester  said  that  special  efforts  are  being  made  to  spot* 
the  balloons  immediately.

pojoaque  fa:.:2ps  seek  greater  yields 

Farmers  in  the  Pojoaque  Soil  Conservation  District  in  Santa  Fe  County  have 
applied  more  than  150  tons  of  purchased  barnyard  manure,  in  addition  to  that 
available  on  their  own  farms,  as  a  part  of  their  soil  improvement  program.  The 
farmers  estimate  that  the  manure  will  increase  cultivated  crop  yields  by  at  least 
20  per  cent  on  fairly  good  soil, 

Teodoro  Trujillo,  chairman  of  the  district  board  of  supervisors,  estimates 
that  his  land  is  producing  25  per  cent  more  vegetables  as  a  result  of  an  applica- 
tion of  about  ten  tons  of  barnyard  manure, 

EGGS— 7/3  LIKE  'Eli 

Despite  a  decrease  of  about  seven  per  cent  in  egg  production  in  the  first 
quarter  of  194-5,  civilians  increased  their  pcr-capita  consumption  to  a  record 
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average  of  100  eggs.    Meanwhile,  USDA  predicts  that  supplies  may  be  insufficient 
to  meet  the  demand  when  hens  start  slowing  down.    Military  requirements  are  above 
last  year's,  and  the  military  lias  been  having  difficulty  getting  needed  supplies* 

MI  IK  COOLER  C  0MTR0LS  REVOKED 

Farmers  may  now  buy  mechanical  milk  coolers  without  certification  or  WPB 
priority  ratings,   ,  chairman  of  the   County  AAA  Com- 
mittee, said  today, 

"Until  manufacturers  are  able  to  step  up  production,  however,  supplies  nay 
not  equal  the  demand,"  he  said. 

VETERAN  REGIONAL  FORESTS?,  RETIRES 

Frank  C.  V.',  Pooler,  regional  forester  in  the  Arizona-New  Mexico  region  of 
the  Forest  Service,  vd.ll  retire  June  30  after  4.1  years  as  a  federal  forest  em- 
ployee.   Mr.  Pooler  is  63  years  old. 

He  will  be  succeeded  by  the  present  assistant  regional  forester,  Phillip  V. 
"'.'oodhead,  a  veteran  of  29  years  in  the  forest  service, 

Mr.  Pooler  was  first  appointed  a  forest  ranger  by  the  General  Land  Office, 
Department  of  the  Interior,  in  1904-.    He  served  in  the  days  when  rangers  were 
paid  ^60  a  month  and  were  required  to  supply  their  own  horses  and  other  equipment. 
One  of  several  hundred  employees  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in 
1905  when  the  Forest  Service  was  established,  Mr,  Pooler  is  one  of  only  two  of 
the  group  still  in  active  service.
